Warm water, plenty of soap 
lather worked up with a hand brush, 
followed by a cold plunge or spray 
will remove the day's accumulation 
of dirt, perspiration and dead skin 
that forms on the feet. 

Toenails should he brushed briskly 
and an orangewood stick should be 
used on them. A wet pumice stone 
rubbed over the softened corns and 
callouses will insure comfort. A piece 
of moleskin or a felt ring properly 
placed retards the regrowth of these 
annoying excrescences. Use of razor 
blades on the feet is always danger¬ 
ous. 

The following exercises, if perform¬ 
ed exactly as outlined can be of great 
benefit in strengthening weakened 
muscles and in rejuvenating feet suf¬ 
fering from fatigue. Choose one or 
two which you can do comfortably 
and do them every morning first 
thing out of bed. Three minutes at 
most is all the time you need. At the 
start do each exorcise five times. As 
your feet become more proficient in¬ 
crease the number of movements un¬ 
til you can comfortably do each ex¬ 
ercise twenty-five times. 

To Strengthen Foot and Leg Muscles 

Place two chairs close together. Sit 
on one with your legs extended over 
the other so that the heels are free 
and the feet are about twelve inches 
apart. The following motions are per¬ 
formed with the feet only, the legs 
being held perfectly still: 

2.— Bring the feet up; 2.—Curl the 
toes down; 3.—Push the feet down; 
4.— Turn feet inward attempting to 
touch soles together; 5.—Pull feet 
well back holding for a few seconds, 
and then start all over again with 
No. 1. 

To Stengthcn the Muscles Supporting 
The Areli— 

Take the same position as in the 
previous exercise. Turn feet inward, 
making the soles touch. Hold for a 
count of five, then relax. 

To Benefit the Metatarsal Arch— 

Stand on a large book with toes 
extended over the edge. Pull the toes 
down attempting to touch the side of 
the book with the underside of the 
toes. Hold for a count of three. JjU 
lax. The picking up of small objects 
with the toes is another useful exer¬ 
cise. 

For Fatigue and I'ain in Calf and 
Knee Due to Muscular Tension— 

Stand shoeless with feet parallel 
and body erect, facing a wall. Place

New Passports 


Separate Documents Are Now 

Required By Husband And Wife 

Major changes in the issuing of 
Canadian passports came into effect 
January 1, as follows: 

1. The cost will bo raised from $3 
for a now one and $1 for a five-year 
renewal to $5 and $2.50. 

2. They will indicate that the bear¬ 
er is a Canadian citizen, rather than 
a British subject. 

3. Separate passports will be ob¬ 
ligatory for husband and wife, who 
formerly travelled on a joint docu¬ 
ment. 

The citizenship regulation is in line 
with the Canadian Citizenship Act, 
which comes into force January 2. 

The new arrangement for husband 
and wife is aimed at facilitating their 
travel in other countries. PrevioiHjly, 
when a Canadian couple landed in a 
foreign country and wished to travel 
from there to different countries, this 
could be done only by one of them. 
The one without the passport would 
be left immobile. 

Raising of the passport price fol¬ 
lows the postwar broadening of the 
spheres in which Canadians may 
travel. During the war, about all an 
ordinary citizen could do with a pass¬ 
port was to get into the United 
States, and accordingly lower rates 
were posted.

Newest Small Plane 


Carries Four Passengers And (an 
Travel 150 Miles An Hour 

A United Kingdom aircraft com¬ 
pany has just produced a remarkable 
new aircraft. Known as the Gemini, 
it is a twin-motored machine design¬ 
ed for private owners and as an air 
taxi or ambulance, reports the Em¬ 
pire Digest. It has ample room for 
four people and their luggage. The 
speed is one hundred and fifty miles 
per hour. The manufacturers claim 
that the Gemini is a good jump ahead 
of contemporary light aircraft, and 
London press correspondents who 
were present at a recent demonstra¬ 
tion of the plane seem to agree with 
them. Ease of handling and remark¬ 
able freedom from noise and vibra¬ 
tion are two qualities about which 
they are very enthusiastic. The out¬ 
standing feature of this twin-engined 
machine is, however, its wonderful 
one-engine performance. In the dem¬ 
onstration the pilot, flying one engine, 
is able to make steep turns and 
climbs with the machine under per¬ 
fect control.

The Plague of Outdoor Men 


Waste blood, of no use to anyone, 
was one thing these hospitals had in 
abundance. They extracted the hemo¬ 
globin, in the form of a red, sticky 
powder. They mixed it with water, 
making a jelly and into this jelly 
they mixed penicillin. 

The mixture was placed directly 
into wounds. The cases at first were 
only those wounds which hnd failed 
to heal with all other available treat¬ 
ments. Penicillin, given internally, 
had failed. This was because in the 
blood the penicillin does.not get high¬ 
er than a certain concentration, and 
this concentration was not strong 
enough to kill some kinds of germs, 
which are highly resistant to penicil¬ 
lin. 

But in the red blood mixture, the 
military surgeons placed a much 
stronger concentration of the wonder 
drug. In most cases, only one appli¬ 
cation of this penicillin in human 
jelly had to be used. 

Col. Jansoy said no bad effects of 
any sort, bad been reported. Hemo¬ 
globin, itself a human tissue ingred¬ 
ient, has a naturally stimulating ef¬ 
fect on tissue growth. 

In the hemoglobin the penicillin is 
released slowly. Pure penicillin did 
not have the Fame good effect in 
wounds, both because it was absorb¬ 
ed too rapidly and because it was ir¬ 
ritating to the wound. 

Dr. Herbert Conway, of New York, 
reported that tattooing changes the 
color of the dark, bluish, smooth 
birthmarks known as port wine stains 
to nearly noimal skin color. Wine 
has nothing to do with these disfig¬ 
urations. 

For tattooing a color is selected 
that will nearly change the port wine 
shade to that of ordinary skin. Dr. 
Conway said that tattooing docs a 
spectacular job of changing the color 
of a skin graft to match that of the 
area where the graft is placed.

There is no suggestion, even on the part of those 
most strongly in favor of an expansive Immigra¬ 
tion program, to institute a "wide open door pol¬ 
icy" such as existed here during the early part of 
this century.

Whatever may develop in the future, 
It is apparent that there will be much interest both here and abroad, in any 
discussions which may take place in parliament in connection with this im¬ 
portant problem.

POMONA, Cal.—A year of experi¬ 
mentation has indicated that Cali¬ 
fornia citrus fruit can be shipped 
across country by rail without loss

ments, said a citrus wrapping paper 
had been perfected which by treat¬ 
ment with chemicals controls bluo 
and green moulds commonly found 
in citrus fruit. 

He said chemic ally-wrapped oranges 
in a recent shipment to Hong Kong 
arrived in 50 per cent, better condi¬ 
tion than a similar amount of fruit 
in standard wrappers.

For Royal Tour 
Of South Africa 


LONDON.—When the King ami 
Quern with Princesses Elizabeth and 
Margaret go to South Africa in Feb-. 
ninry they will be launched on a 10- 
week tour as crowded if not morej 
strenuous than their tour of Cannda 
in 1939. 

"Looks as if South Africa will 
stand still for the first few days,” 
said an official at South Africa house. 
Trafalgar square. “Everyone seems 
to be going crazy over the prepara¬ 
tions. And the fact that the princess¬ 
es are going, too, has added consid¬ 
erably to the general excitement.” 

South Africa will be the third im¬ 
perial tour undertaken by their maj¬ 
esties and the second since their ac¬ 
cession to the throne. In 1927 as 
Duke and Duchess of York they 
travelled to New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia. In 1939 as King and Queen 
they visited Canada. 

The crowded programme of public 
functions, travel nnd sight-seeing 
opens in Capetown Feb. 17 when the 
royal family disembark from H.M.S. 
ynnguard, latest-built British capital 
ship, and proceed to a pavilion erect¬ 
ed on the quayside. There they will 
be received by the governor general, 
Hon. G. B. Van Zyl, Prime Minister 
Smuts and members of the cabinet.

Similarly, total shipments of nil 
types of domestic fuel to date are 
equal to those of last year. Deliver¬ 


ies of anthracite from the United 
States to Canada should continue at 
a satisfactory rate. 

The mild weather of the Autumn 
and early Winter has kept stocks in 
householders’ bins at normal levels 
and there wns some evidence to in¬ 
dicate that these stocks were larger 
than in previous Winters. 

The reassuring picture now was in 
contrast to that of last June when 
coal strikes in the United States and i 
a shipping strike in Canada made it 
appear that Canada would fare the 
Winter with a probable shortage of 
3.500,000 tons of coal. 

When the shipping strike ended 
efforts were concentrated on the 
movement of coal from the United 
States. In addition the movement of 
! fuel from Western and Eastern Can¬ 
ada to Central Cannda was increas¬ 
ed. The result was that at the close 
of navigation the earlier deficit had 
been fully restored. 

Howe paid tribute to the work 
of Ernest J. Brunning, coal control¬ 
ler, Ian MncLaron, the assistant con¬ 
troller, and their associates in the 
central and regional fields.

Does Away Imaginary Arm 
.And Logs Of Amputees 

CLEVELAND.—A new’ operation 
to get rid of phantom limbs, the 
imaginary arms and legs of ampu¬ 
tees, which nevertheless are really 
painful, was reported to the Ameri¬ 
can College of Surgeons. 

These phantom limbs last for weeks 
or months and occasionally for 
years. A man with one leg gone will 
have the sensation perhaps that it is 
doubled under him, and he is sitting 
on it and it hurts. Or he has the sen¬ 
sation that a missing arm is stretch-

The best reason surgeons can give 
Is the fact that after the nerves are 
cut at the amputation point, their 
ends afterward grow a little. They 
glow into the scarat, the end of the 
stump limb. The nerve tendrils curl 
around, seeking to make unions with 
other nerves in the lost stump. This 
in theory is w’hy the amputees have 
the phantom leg sensations. 

Several surgical operations have 
been used. The new one was report¬ 
ed by Dr. Louis G. Herrmann, of the 
University of Cincinnati college of 
medicine. He ligates, or ties off. the 
severed nerve ends about an inch 
from the stump. This prevents the 
tendrils presumably from growing 
down into the scar. He said the re¬ 
sults indicate that thirf ligation is of 
considerabe importance in preventing 
occurrence of the phantom limb pain. 

RECALLS ENVOY 


Most British Wheat 

Provided Nearly $200,000,000 Of 
Britain's Purchases During 1940 

LONDON. Board of trade figures 
showed that although Canadian 
wheat shipments to the United King¬ 
dom have been delayed recently by 
transport difficulties, the dominion 
supplied five-sixth of British purchas¬ 
es in the first 11 months of 1946. 

Canada provided nearly £50.000.000 
($200,000,000) of Britain's total wheat 
urchases of £61,500.000. 

Canadian shipments in the first 11 
months of this year totalled 107,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat compared with 
53,000.000 bushels in the first 11 
months of 1938 and 117,000,000 in the 
same period of 1945. 

Although shipments were down in 
later months this year, immense ex¬ 
ports to Britain wore arranged at 
the lime of greatest need in the 
spring and early summer when Can¬ 
ada scraped the bottom of the barrel 
to send all possible wheat supplies 
across the Atlantic. 

The value of United States ship¬ 
ments in the 11-month period was 
£9,750,000, of Argentina shipments 
£ 2 , 000 . 000 . 

In wheat products, meal and fiour, 
Canada supplied £11.800.000 of the 
total value of £13,250,000 imported by 
Britain. 

Bacon exports from Canada at 
more than 2,250,000 hundredweight 
were down 1,000,000 hundredweight 
from 1945 hut Denmark, only other 
major contributor, provided only 750,- 
000 hundredweight. 


OTTAWA.—The government has 
passed an order-in-council establish¬ 
ing the Canadian dollar at its present 
value of parity with the United 
States dollar until further notice, It 
was learned authoritatively. 

This action is necessary under leg¬ 
islation passed at the last session of 
parliament' to continue the war-born 
foreign exchange hoard. The Ex¬ 
change Control act becomes effective 
Jan. 1 and requires that the dollar 
rate be fixed by order-in-council. 

While the order does not in itself 
mean any change, informed sources 
said it did serve to emphasize that 
the government was not planning to 
revalue the dollar and would he, in 
effect, a denial of recent reports in 
some financial quarters in Canada 
and the United States that revalua¬ 
tion was impending. 


MANUSCRIPT FOUND 

Valued Possession Of Trieste Library 
Located In New Jersey 

NEW YORK.—The New York Her¬ 
ald Tribune says that a 14th century 
manuscript copy of Petrarch’s “Af¬ 
rica”, a valued Trieste library pos¬ 
session that disappeared during the 
war, has been located in a thread- 
cutting shop in Union City, N.J. The 
newspaper says that Walter Rech- 
steiner, 26, a former soldier, was 
found to have the hook, having 
bought it from an Italian—who may 
have stolen It.

BY SLITTING WINDPIPE 

EAST ORANGE, N.J. — Tommy 
Stanley, 4‘i., was reported recover¬ 
ing after an emergency operation 
performed at home by his physician 
uncle with a nine-inch kitchen carv¬ 
ing knife to relieve the boy from 
c hoking to death on orange seed and 
pulp. 

Tommy’s uncle, Dr. Thomas A.

Trans-Canada 
Highway Is 
Urgent Problem 


OTTAWA - One of the most press¬ 
ing post-war problems that confronts 
Canada is further extension of all- 
weather, hard surfacing and main¬ 
tenance of the Trans-Canada high¬ 
way systehj from coast to coast. 

At present, a state of complete 
confusion appears to exist concerning 
improvement of this national highway 
system which is partly under dubious 
federal and partly under actual pro¬ 
vincial responsibility. 

In some provinces, the national 
, highway is completely hard surfac J. 
In others, it is hard surfaced only In 
part. In one province, Saskatchewan, 
there is no all-weather hard surfacing 
at all on this main highway, only 
gravelled treatment with some "black 
top” surfacing. 

No federal contributions have been 
made for this purpose, except within 
or on connections to the national* 
parks, since prior to the war. In the 
pre-war years, the federal govern¬ 
ment made financial contributions lo 
each province as n share of construct¬ 
ing the national highway. The prov¬ 
inces expended theirs and the federal 
funds, and the dominion department 
of transport checked the expendi¬ 
tures. The provinces assumed respon¬ 
sibility for maintenance of the high¬ 
way which, now. in many stretches 
is in a bad state of repair due to in¬ 
ability of provincial governments to 
supply necessary funds. 

A more definite division of this 
responsibility between the dominie*! 
and the provinces was proposed in 
the federal government’s green hook 
put before the dominion-provincial 
conference last summer, which ended 
in a dead-lock. In those proposals, 
the federal government promised, if 
specific agreements were reached, to 
■ provide: 

Assistance to provide new access 
roads to undeveloped mining and for¬ 
est resources. 

Assistance for the construction of 
transportation facilities of national 
! importance including the Trans-Can¬ 
ada highway, international connec¬ 
tions, and approaches to national 
parks. 

In practice, the federal govern¬ 
ment, despite lack of specific agree¬ 
ments with the provinces, has provid¬ 
ed assistance and in some cases all 
the funds for new roads to mining 
developments and connections with 
the national parks. But nothing has 
been done toward further developing 
the nation ocean to ocean highway. 

This is one of the main problems, 
therefore, which demands more im¬ 
mediate co-operation between the 
federal and provincial governments 
in the allocation of tax revenues.

LASTSNG PEACE 

Foreign Secretary Bovin Believes 

Russia is Ready To Co-operate 

LONDON.- Foreign Secretary Bov¬ 
in expressed the belief that Russia 
has shown herself ready to co-oper¬ 
ate with other countries and that 
complete peace is within grasp of the 
world. 

The foregin secretary, who return¬ 
ed from United Nations and Big Four 
foreign ministers meetings in New 
York, said in a broadcast speech that 
Russia realized there was “a desire 
for complete understanding.” 

"There is throughout the world a 
readiness to co-operate with her and 
see her develop her system in her 
own way with the recognition that 
others equally have the right to their 
own way of life,” he declared. 

Defining the new role of Great Bri- 
; tain, Bevin said "the war has left 
two great powers predominant—the 
1 United States and Soviet Russia. 
Great Britain lies midway in geo- 
; graphy and way of life.” 

I WAR TRIALS HIGH 

Oxer TwentyJ*’our Thousand Persons 
Have Been Tried For War 
Crimes 

LONDON.— The United Nations 
war crimes commission announced 
that 24,365 persons have been tried 
for war crimes in British, United 
States, French, Greek, Norwegian, 
Czechoslovak and Polish courts. Tin 
figures for Poland and Czechoslovak¬ 
ia also included trials of persons 
charged with collaboration and 
treachery. 

Death sentences were returned 
against 1,432; prison terms were lev¬ 
ied against 16.413; and 6,520 were 
acquitted. 

In the far east, the commission re¬ 
ported, 1.468 persons have been tried 
before United Kingdom. United 
States, and Australian courts with 
457 death sentences, 735 prison sen¬ 
tences and 276 acquittals.
